Washington, April 18.—(/)—The 
senate’s cotton slump investigating 
committee got off on a new slant to- 
day when a volunteer witness, Mar- 
tin F. Amorous, of Marietta, Ga., 
appeared to declare that the federal 
machinery to regulate cotton trading 
had created a system “wrong from gin 
to mill” and that the best thing for 
cotton farmers would be repeal of the 
cotton futures act. | 

Naturally that started a fuss with 
Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
committee chairman and joint author 
of the assailed act, and the session 
was adjourned at an earlier hour thap 
usual, until Friday. 

Amorous’ appearance came at the 
cose of the prolonged examination of 
Samuel T. Hubbard, Jr., president of 
the New York Cotton exchange, who 
completed his account of the steps 
taken by that organization in the last 
year and ua half to correct conditions 
in that market against which com- 
plaint had been made. 

Steps Effective. 


‘Ifubbard expressed the belief that 
these steps were already proving ef- 
fective in curing disparities between 
New York and other markets that 
may have lent themselves tu the ma- 
nipulative operations. He _ consis- 
sisteutly refused, however, to be led 
into any discussion of the charges 
made by Arthur KR. Marsh, of the 
New York exchange, against Anderson, 
Clayton and smrapany. of Houston, 
Texas, attributing to that firm a large 
share of responsibility for the 1027 
cotton price smash. 

The New York exchange officia 
although not placed tiuder oath, sai 
he regarded himself os a. witness iv 
court and would make no stutemeun! 
to which he could not sweuar. 

Most of the session had to do with 
southern delivery on New York future 
contracts. ) 


Legislation Opposed. 


Hubbard opposed legislation to pro- 
vide for such a change as he had op- 
cae altering the rules of.the New 
‘ York exchange itself during the long 
controversy over the point with Wil- 
liam L, Clayton, head of the Hvuuston 
firm, leading the fight for adoption of 
that system. Senator Smith informed 
the witness. he was considering an 
amendmeut to the cotton futures act, 
giving the cotton exchange a pubic 
utility character and requiring de- 
livery on future contracts and natural 
cotton concentration points. He added. 
however, that he was considering a 
requirement that the point of delivery 
be written in such contracts when 
they were offered on the exchanges to 
avoid any “sinister use” of the change 
in method. 

Hubbard said it wonld be impos 
sible to go into such detailed com- 
mitments in the “confusion of the cot-

As Senator Pittman, democrat, Ne- 
vada, expressed it, Chase “ducked” 
the ecommittet at that time and it sub- 
sequently was developed that he had 
failed to appear on the advice of the 
late J. W. Zexely, counsel for Sin- 
clair, who, Chase said, knew all shou: 
the $100,000 transaction between Fall 
and Doheny as well as the $233,u00

Husten and Blair Testify. 

Claudius H. Huston, of New York,

Washington, April 1S. — (United 
News.)—Friends of the Jones-Reid 
Mississippi flood bill said today they 
have 303 votes in the house for the 
bill, more than enough to pass it over 
a veto.

Representative Schafer, Wisconsin 
republican, declared he had rather 
follow Represen‘ative Frear, Wiscon- 
sin republican opponent of the bill, 
than Lorimer, “who wag kicked out 
of. the senate.” 

Representative Sproul, Illinois, re- 
publican, demanded that Schafer witb- 
draw his remark. Other indignant 
members crowded around Schafer and 
demanded that he withdraw his at- 
tack. Finally Schafer agreed to do so.

mise amendments which would make 
the bill acceptable to the president. 
No agreements haye been reached ani 
unless there is some program agreed 
upon the# house is ready to vote the 
bill essentially as it stands. 

Three Amendments.

Fl Reno, Okla., April 18.—()—A 
eonfession to the killing of the Rev. 
Edward W. Hall and Mrs. Eleanor 
Mills, near Brunswick, N. J., Septem- 
ber 14, 1922, was signed in the coun- 
ty jail here today by Elwin F. Allen, 
28 years old, who recently was con- 
verted at a religious meeting in the 
jail. 

The confession, supplemented by a 
written statement to W. P. Morrison. 
county attorney of Canadian county, 
says that he was paid $7,000 for the 
killing by an Elizabeth, N. J., den- 
tist, who, it says, was a ielative of 
Mrs. Mills. 

It says that Allen’s common law 
wife held Mrs. Mills while Allen shot 
her. The woman’s name is not re- 
vealed, but Allen, late today, gave 
Morrison the name of his other al- 
leged accomplice, which ‘Morrison is 
withholding until he has communtl- 
cated with Frances L. Bergen. prose- 
cutor of pleas of Somerville, N. J 

County authorities were checking 
Allen’s story tonight with records of 
the case. They had found some dis- 
crepancies, notably that Allen had 
placed the killing in 1921 when it oc- 
curred in 1922, and that he mentioned 
a make of motor car used in the slay- 
ings that had not been placed on the 
market at that time. They said, how- 
ever, they were impressed by correla- 
tion of details in the confession with 
facts of the case. | 

Allen, who has a long criminal reec- 
ord in the east and southwest, is held 
in jail here on a charge of *burglary.

Outside his cell windew Bir: r 
could see tonight the scaffold he will 
climb in the morning. | It was the 
scaffold which State's Attorney Roy 
Martin dramatically pigtured to the 
jury during the trial last July when 
he said “Charlie Birger? placed him- 
self on the scaffold by this crime— 
do not take him away.” 

Birger’s last hope to “save his neck” 
faded Tuesday When a jury in Frank- 
lin county decided he was sane and 
turned down the plea to send him to 
an asylum. It was the last of a 
series of legal efforts to avoid the 
gallows. Two appeals to the supreme 
court and another to the Illinois 
pardon board sueceeded only in de- 
laying the hanging date. Governor 
-Small refused to. intervene. 

Birger was conyicted ldst Julv 
along with Art Newman. Once his 
chief lieutenant but later his worst 


“death car” which carried the actual 
alayers.

Ong of the actual slayers, Harry 
Thomasson, previously was sentenced 
to life. He cdnfessed that Birger 
hired him and his brother, Elmo, now 
dead, to fire the shots that killed 
Adams. Elmo was killed in the de- 
struction of “Shady Rest,” where tle 
state’s witnesses say the murder plot 
was hatched. 

Birger, former saloonkeeper, ranch

the continent to the corveyor system 
of manufacture. But, however vari 
it is here and it constl- 


dustrial situation. 

“Prosperity is net commonly re- 
carded as a problem, but it is. It 
cannot simply be enjoyed; it must be 
handled. Always the more serious 
problems in a nation like ours come 
not from the weak. but from the 
strong. 

“This is a dangerous situation, but 
it is also hopeful. For the finest thing 
in the world is rightly used power. 
Whether or not America can achieve 
that goal is the erux of her national 
problem. To achieve this goal there are 
at least three things necessary: In per- 
sonal character. a new emphasis on 
self-discipline and self-control: in in-

GEORGIA BULDERS 


Of Time To Perfect Plans 


_ For Conversion of Depot

Chairman Perry, of Geor- 
gia Commission, Says 
Report on Progress Must 
Be Made Every 30 Days. 


The state public service commis- 
sion Wednesday granted an exten- 
sion of time to the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railroad and 
allied’ lines so that these roads can 


perfect plans for the use of the Term- 
inal station in Atlanta for passenger 
service, instead of the old Union sta- 
tion. In a letter to President J. B. 
Hill, of the railroad, Chairman James 
A. Perry, of the commission, set forth 
the views of the commission on the 
subject. 

In this letter Chairman Perry noti- 
fies the railroad that the commission 
will require reports every 30® days 
as to the progress being made. 
commission also informed the rail- 
road that it retained its jurisdiction 
over the establishment of both pas- 
senger and freight terminals and 
would also exercise its jurisdiction 
over the state-owned railroad prop- 
erties leased to the railroad to see 
that they are properly protected in 
accordance with the terms of the lease 
contract. 

The letter of Chairman Perry to 
President Hill in which the position 
of the commission is outlined is as 
follows: 7 
“Mr. J. B. Hill, President, 
“Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis 

Railway, 
“Nashville, Tenn. 

“Dear Sir: The commission has 
given consideration to yours of the 
11th instant, concerning improved pas- 
senger facilities at the Union station 
in Atlanta, Ga. It is noted that in 
pursuance of your statement to the 
commission on January 17, that you 
would proceed immediately to_the for- 
mation of definite and fina) plans. 
looking to adequate and reasonable 
passenger facilities at said place, you 
have, among other things, undertaken 
to perfect such plans by a joint ar- 
rangement with the Atlanta Terminal 
company, removing all passenger facil- 
ities at the present Union station in 
Atlanta. 

“The commission has given consid- 
eration to your request, in said letter 
above referred it, that you be given 
additional time over and beyond the 
expiration of the 90 days for final 
report to the commission concerning 
this matter, as was agreed to on Jan- 
uary 17. I am directed by the com- 
mission to advise that additional time 
has been granted ffor this purpose. 
However, the commission ‘feels that it 
shouldbe advised from time to time, 
not longer than every 30 days from 
April 11, of the then status of your 
endeavor along this line, and I am 
accordingly requesting that you thus 
advise the commission of your prog- 
ress at intervals stated. 

“In. this connection, I am also di- 
rected to call your attention to the 
jurisdictiog of this commission to cc- 
termine the location and building of 
passenger and freight depots, and to 
advise that the commission requests 
that all proposals and plans, looking 
to a new location of pass@nger facili- 
ties, other than at the present Union 
station in Atlanta, be made suhject 
to the approval of the commission, 
as authority of the*® commission for 
such change in location will first 
have to be secured. 

*“T also call your attention to tie 
legal requirement of this commission 
to see that the Western & Atlantic 
railroad and properties, leased to the 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis 


railway. are kept, preserved and cared 


for in accordance with the terms of 
the lease contract, and accordingly, if 
it is later determined to be desirable 
to change the location of the present 
passenger depot facilities at said 
Union station, then in such event, 
it would become an important matter

GERMAN SPINNERS 
HONORED ATL 


Citing the importance of new out- 
lets for cotton products and the dis- 
covery of new uses for cotton, Goy- 
ernor L. G. Hardman addressed a 
large gathering of textile men and 
representatives of various business in- 
terests, trade association secretaries 
and government officials, which met 
Wednesday noon at the chamber of 
commerce in honor of a delegation of 
leading cotton spinners from Ger- 
many. 

The luncheon was held under the 
joint auspices of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Atlanta 
Foreigh Trade club, Charles F. Hoke, 
president of the latter organization, 
presiding. George S. Harris, presi- 
dent of the Exposition Cotton mills, 
and one of the founders of the Cot- 
ton Textile Institute of America, 
served as toastmaster. 

The governor, who is an active spin- 
ner himself, expressed keep interest 
in the visit of the German indus- 
trialists. He praised German scien- 
tifie ability @nd ‘pointed out that it 
was his belief that scientific research 
in the textile field offers the great- 
est hope for the future progress in 
the industry. 


Efforts at Regulation. 


“Many efforts have been made to 
regulate prices of cotton and cotton 
products,” the governor declared, 
“but so far they have proved unsatis- 
factory.” However, if we can find 
new uses for cotton, prices will take 
care of themselves.” 

Mr. Harris, in introducing the 
spinners, called attention to the re- 
markable, growth in spinning which 
the industry has enjoyed in southern 
states since 1900, there being 5,000,- 
000 spindles in existence at that time 
and 19,000,000 in 1928. Mr. Harris 
stated that it was his belief that 


the American people have always en-| 


tertained a high regard for the Ger- 
mans even though a battle line exist- 
ed between us a few years ago and 
he was particularly pleased to see the 
interest and friendliness manifested 
by_the visit of the German spianers. 
Dr. Rolf Jaeger, German consul to 
Atlanta, spoke briefly along the lines 
of the interest which Germany is tak- 
ing in the remarkable industrial de- 
velopment of the south; Following 
his remarks in English, Dr. Jaeger 
spoke in German to the visitors. 


Theodor Schwartz Responds. 


Theodor Schwartz, chairman of the 
Association of ‘Rhenish Westphalian 
Cotton Spinners, responded in behalf 
of the spinners to the addresses of 
welcome. Mr. Schwartz was warm in 
his appreciation of the reception shown 
the party by the Atlanta committee 
and particularly grateful for the op- 
portunity extended by Atlanta mill 
executives to view their plants in 
operation. He stated that he consid- 
ered the presence of the governor of 
Georgia a distinct tribute of friend- 
liness to Germany. 

Horace Russell, vice president of the 


Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, wel-| 


comed the party.in behalf of the cham- 
ber and explained to the visitors how 
the chamber of commerce functioned 
in an American community in the 
upbuilding of every constructive fac- 
tor. He pointed out particularly the 
interest which the industrial bureau 
of the Atlanta chamber had in the 
textile industry. 

Robert Hecht, president of the in- 
ternational association, who was in 
charge of the party in Atlanta, ad- 
dressed the Juncheon both in Eng- 
lish and German. 

The German spinners arrived in 
Atlanta early Wednesday morning 
under the auspices of the United States 
department of agriculture, George A.

BLAMES JARDINE. 

It is not surprising that Samuel 
T. Hubbard, Jr., president of the 
New York Cotton exchange, should 
have placed the responsibility for 
the September demoralization of the 


cotton market on Secretary Jardine, 
if, as he testified, he could get no 
quick, off-setting response from the 
agricultural department as to. why 
it had deliberately, and without au- 
thority or reason, published an offi- 
cial “downward price trend,” or a 
refutation of such a publication. 

The fact remains quite clear in 
the minds of the cotton producers. 
In the very beginning of the last 
ginning season, when the statistical 
position of cotton was strong, and 
when every condition warranted an 
advance in the prices of spots, the 
department, like a bolt of lightning 
from a clear sky, issued an unwar- 
ranted forecast that the market 
trend was downward. Instantly the 
market became panicky bearish, and 
the producers lost millions of dol- 
lars in actual money. 

Secretary Jardine subsequently 
apologized for the incident and said 
it would not be repeated. But that 
was a clear case of locking the -sta- 
ble door after the nag had been 
stolen. The damage had already 
been done. 

It is inconceivable that a matter 
involving the market of so great an 
American commodity as cotton, and 
one that means so much to the eco- 
nomic welfare of the nation, should 
be permitted to be foot-balled by 
one or perhaps a group of clerks 
in the department of agriculture, 
during the absence of and without 
the knowledge of the head of that 
great service branch of government. 

The Constitution has vigorously 
maintained for years that all 
“suesses’ as to possible acreage, 
possible production, etc., as issued 
periodically by the bureau of farm 
économics, should be eliminated. 
They serve no good purpose at any 
time, and they do serve a most dis- 
tressing purpose most of the time. 

Weather and crop conditions by 
states should be accurately gathered 
and published at regular intervals. 
During the ginning season the de- 
partment of commerce issues the 
ginning statistics, which is entirely 
proper. But all guess work should 
cease. Congress should prohibit 
such advanced crop estimates.. In 
cotton such guesses frequently vary 
a million bales in a fortnight. The 
market is kept nervous and pure 
margin gambling is stimulated, while 
the producers do the suffering. 

It is unthinkable that the depart- 
ment should ever have attempted 
to predict the price trend. While 
the estimate guesses are bad enough, 
price trend predictions by the gov- 
ernment are unpardonable.

Tardy Tribute to Jackson 


(From the New York Herald- 
Tribune, ) 

It is an ironie circumstance. that 
Andrew Jackson had to wait until 
1928 to have a statue in his memory 
unveiled in the Hall of Fame in the! 
national capital. He was a British 
prisoner, as a boy, during the reyolu- 
tionary war. He was Tennessee's first 
representative in congress and one of 
her earliest senators. He was the 
greatest military hero of the war of 
1812 and of the southern Indian wars. 
He was three times a candidate for 
president and twice elected president. 
He was Tennesse¢s most famous 
citizen and one of the greatest. of 
American soldiers and political lead- 
ers. He retired from publie life in 
1837. More than 90 years have passed 
before the formal tribute of a Hall 
of Fame statue is paid to this out- 
standing Tennesseean, although his 
awkward equestrian statue has mount- 
ed guard in Washington for a couple 
of generations in the park opposite 
the entrance to the white house, 

In his address yesterday President 
Coolidge emphasized two high quali- 
ties of a new remote predecessor. 
Jackson was a man of extraordinary 
energy, personal daring and indom-' 
itable will. He had the frontier vir- 
tues to an extraordinary degree. He 
was a born military commander. He 
was the image of his time in the new 
southwest. But he was more Ameri- 
can than either western or southern. 
He was a pronounced nationalist and 
defender of the union in its broadest 
sense. When South Carolina, which 
he claimed, rightly or wrongly, as his 
native state, threatened nullification 
he took up Calhoun’s challenge. He 
could not tolerate the idea either of 
secession or of nullification. He had 
a personal feud with Calhoun, but 
an even bhitterer feud with him as an 
enemy of the union. 

He was also an ardent advocate of 
governmental economy. He extin- 
guished the national deht and fa- 
vored dividing the surplus federal 
revennes among the states in order 
te discourage national extravagance. 
He was for hard money and against 
currency inflation. These were not 
frontier ideas. They were the judg- 
ments of a vigorous mind, drawing 
on the lessons of experience and on 
the nationalist teachings of the mak- 
ers of the constitution. Jackson re- 
organized the democratie party of his 
day and has remained in a vague 
way its chief patron saint. But in 
his nationalist spirit he was thor- 
oughly federalistiec. standing with 
Washington, Madison and Marshall, 
rather than with Jefferson. . 

Clay was hardly more of a unionist 
and nationalist than Jackson was— 
and both came from southern states. 
They were bitter party enemies. but 
intense patriots. In the light of his- 
tory Jackson's greatness shows most 
clearly in his devotion to the princi- 
ple of an American nation, one and 
indivisible, His place is secure; but 
the tardy tribute done him yesterday 


represents payment of a debt long 
due from Tennessee and the nation.

The Big Democratic Keynoters of the Party 
% - Palavers Up to Date. 


| 


Washington, April 18.—(Special.) 
Conversation here among“ politicians 
of both parties so often turns to 

guesses about the 
probable keynotes 
and slogans of the 
coming campaign, as 
to indicate more 
than usual interest 
in those topics. 
Ever since nation- 
al political conven- 
tions began to be 
held in 1832, I 
imagine there has al- 
ways been prelimi- 
nary concern as to 
the particular person 
who would be chosen 
to sound the bugle 
call to the party. In 
the earlier conven- 
tions, before national committees came 
into vogue back in the late forties, 


‘the keynoting was done largely ex- 


tempore by the temporary chairman 
chosen by the convention itself; but 
after the parties decided to have con- 
tinuing national committées, those 
bodies designated the temporary chair- 
man of each convention. They do 
that now and the person so selected is 
accepted as a fit person to sound the 
keynote — that. is, to enunciate the 
party principles, record, and pur- 
poses in the oncoming campaign. 


Georgia Furnished the First. 


The first democratic keynoter, spe- 
cifically designated for the job, was 
presented to the convention held at 
Cincinnati in 1856, the party met 
there on June 2, after seeing the whig 
party crumble away and findin« itself 
confronted with the coalition of all 
anti-slavery elements in the new-born 
“republican” party. That party had 
its first national convention sched- 
uled for Philadelphia, two weeks later, 
June 17, to. make presidential nomina- 
tions. 

The democrats needed to present 
their cause and claims to the na- 
tion in the most plausible and attrac- 
tive terms possible. The political 
pendulum had been oscillating for 
sixteen years in an ‘.tgravating way. 
The whigs had won the »~*sideney in 
1840 and again in 1848. The demo- 
erats had’ won it in ‘S44 with . dark 
horse, Polk, of Tennessee, and _ re- 
covered power in 1852 with a_ yet 
darker horse, Pierce, of New Hamp- 
shire. 

To keep on top was the problem of 
1856 and to tell the people good and 
sufficient reasons to continue the 
democratic party in power, Colonel 
John E. Ward, of Georgia, was chosen 
to be the kevnoter.

The next nationa: convention of 
the party was the calamitous one 
at Charleston in 1860, resulting in a 
wide split, two national tickets .nd a 
division that allowed ‘Abraham Lin- 
coln, with a minority popular vote, to 
slip into the presidency, and thereby 
precipitate the lamentable civil war. 
In the Charleston convention, Honor- 
able Francis B. Flournoy, a distin- 
guished Arkansasan, sounded the key- 
note, and Caleb Cushing, one of the 
most eminent public men of Massachu- 
setts, was the -permanent chairman. 
He subsequently bolted with the 
southern delegates and presided over 
their independent convention. 

* » * + 

War and Post-War Keynofers. 

While the war was yet in full fury, 
in August, 1864, the democrats held a 
convention at Chicago. They held that 
the war was not accomplishing its ori- 
ginally proclaimed purpose of saving 


the union and resturing national au- 
thority, and therefore some ineasures 
looking to the cessation of the war and 
the establishment of peace between the 
sections, should be entered upon. 

The keynoter of that body was ex- 
Governor William Bigler, of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the permanent chairman 
was Horatio Seymour, of New York. 
General McClellan was nominated, but 
overwhelmingly defeated by Lincaln. 

After the wa rended there came on 
the convention of 1868 at Tammany 
hall in New York city. General Johu 
M. Palmer. of Lllinois, was ‘the sol- 
dler and statesman who sounded the 
keynote there, and this writer has 
never forgotten the tremendous en- 
thusiasm created in the convention by 
his bold and eloquent speech. 

In 1872 the party met at Baltimore. 
Honorable Thomas J. Randolph, of 
Virginia, was keynoter. He preached 
pure democratic doctrine, as did ex- 
Senator Doolittle, of Wisconsin, who 
was chosen permanent chairman. but 
the convention was seduced into 
adopting the “liberal republican” 
ticket—Greeley and Brown—and got 
terribly licked for doing SO.

Other Notable Keynoters. 

Since then we have had for key- 
noters such mep of party power and 
renown as Colonel Henry Watterson 
iu 1876. at St. Louis: ex-Governor 
George Hoadley, of Ohio, at Cincin- 
nati, in 2880; Governor «Dick Hub- 
bard, a Georgia-bred Texan, at Chi- 
cago, in 1884; sturdy and eloquent | 
Senator Steve White,. of California, | 
at St. Louis, in 1888: silver-tongued 
Bill Owens, of Kentucky, at Chicago, 
in 1892: the southern Cicero, Sen- 
ator Daniel, of Virginia, in 1896. and 
Senator Charles S. Thomas, of Colo- 
rado, but also Georgia-born, at the 
Kansas City convention in 1900. 

Since then the keynoters have in- 
cluded names too recently familiar in 
party history to require mention here. 

The thing now uppermost in this 
connection is the selection of the key- 
noter at Houston in June. By almost 
psychological predestination the job 
seems already cut out for “little, but 
loud” Claude G. Bowers, democratic 
historian, biographer and editor of 
The New York Evening World. who 
won the laurels of. oratorical primacy 
at the Jackson-day dinner here in 
January. He will do the job like a 
master artist and disappoint ue demo-

Heredity vs. Environment. 
In theory practically all of my 
adult readers, are behaviorists. In 


practice some are neither believers in 
forces of heredity or of environment. 

Again and again in our correspond- 
ence .. have discovered, outside of 
the descendants of those who tied the 
boat to Plymouth Rock, that the ma- 
jority have little interest in the fac- 
tor of heredity and a_ tremendous 
faith that all are created free anid 
equal. To them the son of a laborer 
will do as well, if given half a chance, 
as the professor's offspring. 

Dr. John Watson, the noted ex- 
ponent of behaviorism, rules out the 
inheriting of talent, mental character- 
istics, skill and general ~ capacity. 
“These things’—mentioning specifi- 
cally temperament, mental. constitu- 
tion and characteristics—‘‘again de- 
pend on training that goes on mainly 
in the cradle. The behaviorist would 
not say, ‘He inherits his father’s ca- 
pacity or talent for being a fine 
swordsman. He would say: ‘This 
child certainly ha'’s his father’s slender 
build of body, the same type of eyes. 
His build is wonderfully like his 
father’s. He, too, has the build of a 
swordsman.’ And he wovwld go on to 
say ‘.... and his father is very 
fond of him. He put a tiny sword 
into his hand when he was a year 
of age,andin all their walks he talks 
sword play, attack and defense, the 
code of duelling and the like.’

CIVILIZATION, SAYS ACE

fact that aviation is firmly establish- 
ed.” Captain Rickenbacker told the 
Atlanta Safety council at its lunch- 
eon in the Ansley hotel civic rédm. 
“They keep talking about what it 
may do’in the future when flying fs 
developed. Flying is. already  de- 
veloped. A network of air lines now 
covers this country and the, coun- 
tries of Europe. Hundreds of tons of 
mail go by air every week. Big busi- 
ness men facing. the vital necessity of 
: hae time are its passengers every 
ay. ; 
“Aviation is already here. -t’s here 
to stay, and it will grow by tre- 
mendous striles. Business competi- 
tion will give its cevelopment fresh 
impétus every day. It’s a factor that 
even now is necessary in the life of 
any progressive business establishment 
that plans to live and expand.” 

Looking into the future, Ricken- 
backer saw aviation as a giant in only 
a few short years. 


“Today we have 24,000,000 motor 
cars in the United States,” he said. 
“I’m confident that by 1950 we'll 
have 50,000,000 cars, for aviation 
wont hurt the’ automobile. It will 
help it. But I believe that in 25 
years the aviation industry will be 
larger than the automobile industry. 
It will be the biggest industry in the 
world; the largest the world has ever 
known. 


Marvels of Future. 

_ “Folks talk about the i<arvellous 
inventions of the past quarter of a 
century. The next 25 years will. be 
ten times as productive, ten times as 
progressive, ten times as marvellous 
in every sense of the word. Just at 
present the United States is actually 
using only about one-third of its soil: 
the other two-thirds is idle. Aviation 
is going to people these idle lands 
and put them to work. It is going to 
bring.the most remote and inaccessible 
place in just a few hours’ ride of some 
great center of population. 


“Tet me draw you a picture of con- 
ditions as they will be ten years from 
now. At that time giant dirigibles 
bigger than any ocean liner that ever 
sailed the seas will ply on regular 
routes in every direction across this 
and other continents, They will be 
the freight-haulers of the day. Taking 
Atlanta as a typical city, let us say 
that 10 years from now Atlanta will 
be the base for small dirigibles, may- 
be no larger than what we now con- 
sider to be the monster Los Angeles. 
These small dirigibles from Atlanta 
will fly to meet the gigantic freight 
dirigibles a hundred miles north of 
the city. So vast will be these freight 
haulers that the little dirigibles will 
light on their decks, discharge freight 
to other points and take on a cargo 
of freight consigned to Atlanta. Then 
the little dirigibles will hop off the 
deck of the big dirigibles and fly 
back to Atlanta. 

“The big fellows probably won't 
stop at all.* Time will be the vital 
thing then: every second saved will 
be worth gold. Mavhe the big fliers 
will slow down to 50 miles an hour 
to allow the little fellows to anchor 
on their decks, but always they will 
he on the move. 

: To Circle Globe. 


“In time—and in ‘a short time— 
monster passenger and freight air 
liners will go entirely. around the globe 
without stopping and will keep going 
round and -round. The plane of to- 
day is a kite compared to the plane 
of tomorrow. Just as‘the dirigible 
will be the freight-carrier, the speedier 
plane will come in for general short- 
distance use. The sky will be black 
with them, going everywhere on air 
anes that are miles wide on every 
sort of mission. And above or under 
them will be the giant dirigibles haul- 
ing the world’s goods and doing the 
heavy work.” 

Captain Rickenbacker believes that 
railroad steam lines will pass into

‘Every city will be a port then— 
a port on the Ocean of Air, the 
greatest sea the world .has ever know. 

Television 
sets will be as common as telephones 
are today: radio will: be the universal 
method of communication. And the 
planes that ply the air lanes will be 
safer than trains and steamers of to- 
day. That’s how the futu:2 looks to 


me. 
Other Side of Picture. 

Upon the present generation, Cap- 

tain Rickenbacker declared, lies the 


| responsibility of turning aviation into 


peaceful, helpful channels that will 
result in unprecedented earning power 
for dollars, in reclamation of new 
lands and in the uplift of, all man- 
kind. But there was another side to 
th: nicture. 

“Tf war comes when this great 
weapon is perfected,” he said, “it will 
literally wreck the globe. There will 
be no battle fronts in the next war. 
Every man. woman and child will be 
a combatant, and the battles will wage 
over the home. 

“In future wars—if they are allow- 
ed to develop and are not suppressed 
—the monster air liners will take onto 
their decks swarms of airplanes and 
go to sea. Arrived at the proper 
point, they will turn loose their wasps 
on a mission of annihilation, and when 
this is completed the ~ planer will 
swarm back to the nest, refuel and re- 
stock with ammunition and be ready 
for anothgr raid. 

“New explosives already have been 
perfected that will devastate’ the 
earth. There’s a new bomb that, if 
dropped on Atlanta would shake down 
every big building at the first exnlo- 
sion. Thepe’s a new gas, developed at 
the close of the last war, that will not 
only kill alt human and animal and 
vegetable life but make it impossible 
for things to grow in the 
some time to come. 

Must Outlaw War. 

“There will be lenses yards wide 
and tons in weight that will center 
the sun’s rays and burn up cities 
hundreds of miles away. There are 
other threats that promise utter ruin 
if coupled with aviation in warfare. 


They make it necessary for the human: 


race to bar wars forever and turn 
into the paths of permanent peace.”

Following announcement Wednes- 
day by Chief.of Police James L. Beav- 
ers that new non-parking ordinances, 
passed Monday by city council, would 
be placed in effect as soon as prac- 
ticable, C. V. Hohenstein, executive 


secretary of the Atlanta Retail Mer- 


chants’ association, issued a statement 
in which he declared officials have 
promised a “liberal interpretation” of 
the drasfic enactment, permitting 
shoppers to transact busiriess in the 


central business district. 

Mr. Hohenstein said he interviewed 
Councilman Harry York, of the sixth 
ward, who is chairman of the traffic 
committee of city council, and Mayor 
I. N. Ragsdale concerning the ordi- 
nances before they were approved by 
the mayor or council, and that they 
agreed that shoppers should be per- 
mitted to “transact immediate busi- 
ness but that those who heretofore 
have used the streets for garages will 
be barred from the streets during con- 
struction of the Pryor street and Cen- 
tral avenue viaducts.” 


Chief Beavers also was interviewed 


by Mr. Holrenstein concerning enforce- | 


ment of the ordinances. 

“As a result of my conference with 
these three city officials, I under- 
stand that it is not the purpose and 
intent of the ordinance to establish 
absolutely rigid, invariable non-park- 
ing regulations,” Mr. Hohenstein said. 


“The ordinances will be reasonably 
and liberally interpreted and applied 
in a way that will enable those having 
immediate business in the central busi- 
ness district to transact such business, 
and to enable shoppers having imme- 
diafe purchases to make, to do so 
within a period of say not more than 
15 minutes. The ordinances, however, 
will be rigidly enforced so as to elim- 
inate from the streets Chose who have 
been using the streets practically as 
garages for periods running from an 
hour to practically all day parking. 

“If the streets can be cleared of 
those who have been abusing the 
parking privileges and have beén 
making garages out of the streets, it 
will be a tremendous improvement in 
the situation.

“Edueation of children is part of 
the work of organized labor,” he said 
in a morning speech. 

“It is the wise employer who will 
recognize that every laborer should be 
paid enough to own a home and be 
able to maintain his wife as home- 
maker rather than to go out and help 
earn a living. The children, too, 
should be able to go to school rather 
than to take the role of bread winner.” 

“The problem of filling in the place 
eansed by improved machinery is one 
for both the educational leaders and 
the labor leaders, for these people 
must be trained as-the untrained are 
first to be cast out. 

“The problem today is not over 
production but under consumption. 
More pay and more men at work 
means more money with which to 
buy things. Then the matter of over 
production will be solved.”

285 Runners 
To Face Tape 
In Race Today 


Twelve Favored To Cop 1928 
Boston Marathon Set 
for Today. 


Boston, April 18.—()—The largest 
field of marathon runners ever assem- 
bled in this country, 285 of them, is 
slated to be on the starting line at 
Hopkinton tomorrow noon to attempt 
the Boston Athletic association's 
thirty-second annual race which this 
vear serves as the final American 
Olympic tryout. 

Out of this vast throng tonight an 
even dozen favorites stood out, with 
Clarence H. Demar, five times win- 
ner of the classic on top. Demar holds 
the record fer the 26-mile, 385-yard 
course—2 hours, 40 minutes, 221-5 
seconds—which he set a year ago. This 
year he has set 2 hours, 30 minutes 
as his goal. 

_ Demar is considered the greatest 
judge of pace in the marathon game 
and in previous years he has predicted 
his time almost to the second. He will 
break his old mark by better than ten 
minutes® he said, if the tield proves 
fast enough to make him exert himself. 

With four other previous winners in 
the race, it appeared that Demar 
would have plenty of experienced pace- 
setters. Officials said that Bill Ken- 
nedy, who won in 1927; Edouard Fa- 
bre, of Montreal, the 1915 winner: 
Carl Linder, who won in 1919, and 
Frank Zuna, the 1921 victor. all would 
strive to gain a long lead during the 
early stage of the race and thus force 
Demar to keep up with them. 

Outside. of Demar “Chesty” Joie 
Ray, one of the most confident run- 
ners that.ever stepped on a track. is 
perhaps the most interesting entry. 
Ray, ever since he broke into the track 
game back in 1910 as a 10-mile run- 
ner, never started a race doubting the 
outcome until this year. His success 
as a marathoner, he said, hinges on 
two “ifs.” Joie expects to win “if” 
his feet hold out and “if”. tomvrrow is 
a cold day. 

The marathon course is fairly easy 
for the first 18 miles to Wellesley. 
Then come the Newton hills, the grave- 
vard of the hopes of a thousand ambhi- 
tious runners. Tomorrow will he ‘the 
tenth trip over the hills for Demar 
and Bill Kennedy, and most of the 


other favorites have negotiated them 
several times in competition.

It’s been said before this, so there 
won’t be any harm in saying it again. 
Don’t become alarmed—yet. Give ’em 
a little time. Of course, it isn’t nice 
to have a team ranting about the 
country losing practically every game 
to teams of all descriptions.

Alarm. 

If the Cracker crew continues los- 
ing ball games in this steady fashion 
of the past week, in a couple of weeks 
it will be high time to become 
alarmed.

First off, the hitting wasn't what 
it should have been. Then the regu- 
lars snapped out of that and—blooey! 

For the past couple 
of days the pitching has been better 
than the pitching staff was supposed 
to be able to turn out, The hitting 
hasn’t—well, just look at it. 

Jim Poole hitting for the grand 
total of .076. Any six-year-old kid 
ean tell you Jim Poole will hit better 
than that for this season. We'll tell 
you that he very probably will hit 
at least .300 this summer. 

Consistency. 

Three of the regulars are hitting 
with something like consistency. 
Strand is striding along at .333; West 
has .322 and Walter Gilbert is bat- 
ting .312. 

That’s nothing to write home 
about with just eight games gone, no. 
But consider the slump. A slump af- 
fects everything from your hitting to 
the way your coffee tastes. 

Billy Rhiel, whom you know can 
hit, has a scintillating total right now 
of seven hits out of 31 times at bat. 
which gives him an average of .228. 
Frankie Zoeller’s average is .207. 

In a way the Cracker hitting at 
present is a revelation. The way the 
boys can trip up to the plate so many 
times and get so few hits is slightly 
estounding.

RESERVE ACCOUNT 
OF FORD DECLINES 
$50,000,000 IN 1927 


Boston, April 18.—(4)—The sur- 
plus and reserve accounts of the Ford 
Motor company declined nearly 350,- 
000,000 during the year 1927, the an- 
nual report of the company for that 
calendar year filed today with the 
Massachusetts department of corpora- 
tions and taxation showed. 
These two accounts combined at the 
close of last year amounted to $668.- 
593,092, compared with $716,503,846 
on December 31, 1926. 
The company closed its plant dur- 
ing the year while experimenting with 
new models of cars now being pro- 
duced. The report filed today with 
Henry W. Long, commissioner of cor- 
porations and taxation, was _ inter- 
preted at the statehouse as indicating 
that the expense of developing the new 
models and of keeping the various 
plants in condition during their idle 
period cost approximately $50,000,000. 
This conclusion was based on the 
assumption that the old model T cars 
were manufactured at a profit during 
the first half of 1927.
